Trinidad, Col., December 24.~Six men 
were killed in a freight wreck on the Col- 
orado and Southern railroad near here 
tonight. The dead are:

The cause of the accident, according to 
a statement by Engineer Péarce, of the 
extra train, was that the regular train 
had been overlooked, the extra running 
without orders and expecting to meet a 
passenger at Bowen, 10 miles north of 
here. The extra northbound freight, in 
charge of Conductor Bronson, carrying 
fourteen cars loaded with merchandise 
and machinery, pulled out of the yard 
here and less than ten minutes later, just 
as they were rounding a sharp curve, 
they saw a regular freight train bearing 
down upon them not more than a hun- 
dred yards distant. The regular was a 
heavy train of forty cars loaded with 
coal and was running at a fair rate of 
speed. Before any of the seven train- 
men could jump for safety, the two 
trains crashed together. Fourteen cars 
of the regular train were completely 
wrecked and seven of the extra demolish- 
ed. Both of the engines are completely 
wrecked.

Reyes, though this is denied today by the 
person concerned. At all events, General 
Reyes felt it incumbent on him to tender 
his resignation, and at a prolonged cab- 
inet meeting held Monday night it was 
decided to accept the resignation of the 
war minister.

Gen- 
eral Reyes himself has maintained a con- 
sistent attitude in sustaining his politica:

NEGRO AMUCK 
IN SAVANNAH 


With His Pistol He Kills One 
White Man and Wounds 
Another One, 


Savannah, Ga., December 24.—(Special.) 
Chief among the Christmas casualties, 
thus far reported, was a killing that oc- 
curred at 12:30 ‘o'clock tonight on 
Broughton street, the principal retail 
thoroughfare of the city. An unknown 
hegro shot and killed Barney Smith, 
white, and seriously wounded Albert Dar- 
den. 

Smith was shot through the heart and 
was dead when those near the scene 
reached him. Darden.was placed in the 
police ambulance and carried to the hos- 
pital. 

The negro escaped and the police, it 
is said, have no clew to his identity. 

Details of the tragedy are few, but 
there seéms to have been an altercation 
that was followed by the negro pulling 
his ‘pistol*and opening fire. The mid- 
night revelers, impressed by the smoking 
revolver,. offered no impediment to his 
escape. 


Policeman Kills Negro. 

Savannah, Ga., December 24.—(Special.) 
A duel with pistols this morning at 1:30 
o’clovk, in Yamacraw. the notoriously 
tough part of the city, in some of its sec- 
tions, resulted fatally for one of its par- 
ticipants, while the other is laid up with 
a bullet wound. 

The report of this shooting reached the 
police station hard upon the heels of the 
killing on Broughton street. : 

At first it was said a policeman and a 
negro had been killed. When the patrol 
wagon and ambulance arrived, however, 
it was found that the policeman had 
emerged the victor, though not unscathed. 

Scipi Fripp, a negro, was firing his pis- 
tol on the street. Policeman B. 8S. Bryant 
orderéd him to stop. With 4an oath the 
negro declared he would stop for no po- 
liceman, whereupon Bryant laid his hands 
upon him. Then Fripp directed his 
weapon toward Bryant, and only the 
downward stroke of the latter's hand sent 
the bullet through his leg instead of his 
body. Out came Bryant's pistol, and be- 


fore Fripp could. shoot him again, he had 
sent two bullets into the negro—one 


through the temple and one through the 
abdomen. The negro fell dead. 

From the fact that the two men, as de- 
scribed, were dressed alike, the police 
think it possible that Fripp may have 
been the negro who killed Smith and 
wounded Darden off Broughton street. 


LONGINO DENIES THE STORY. 


Says Telegraphed Interview Is a 
Fabrication. 

Jackson, Miss., December 24.—(Special.) 
Governor Longino has entered an un- 
qualified denial to the interview tele- 
graphed out from Cnicago in which it is 
made to appear that he gives kis full in-

Chief Ball and His Men Gir 
Allanta. a Christmas 
Present, 


IT WAS NO LUFF 
THE CHIEF MADE 


Large Crowds Thronged the Streets, 
but There Was No Disorder. 
Citizens Thanking Police 
for Preventing a Reoc- 
currence of Last Year. 


Chief John W. Ball, the head of Atlan- 
ta’s police department, is receiving the 
congratulations of every order-loving 
citizen this morning for the manner 1n 
which his men handled the crowds last 
night. | 

The chief, ably seconded by Captain 
Henry Jennings and his sergeants, car- 
ried out his intention of giving Atlanta 
one Christmas Eve that was free from 
rioting and confusion. It was a Christ- 
mas gift to the people that all appreci- 
ate, especially the merchants. 

It is not often that bouquets are 
thrown at the police force, but last night 
Was one time when flowers were in order. 

Early in the evening there were some 
manifestations that might have let down 
the bars and thrown the crowds into the 
disorder and rowdyism that marked 
Christmas Eve of a year ago, but it was 
nipped in the bud by a few timely arrests 
and the police had no more trouble. 

Chief Ball was present himself on 
horseback and in full uniform. Captain 
Jennings spent most of the evening on 
the streets and so managed his men that 
the center of the city was constantly 
under close police surveillance. 

The best of order was preserved 
throughout the evening. The shoppers 
made their purchases, the merchants had 
no trouble and Christmas Eve of 1902 
passed off as merrily and as orderly as 
the most exacting lover of order could 
have asked for. 

Chief Was in Earnest. 

Several days ago Chief Ball issued a 
manifesto that there should be no disor- 
der on the streets, such as had taken 
place in the past. Some thought it was 
a bluff, and a few of the lovers of rev- 
elry announced that they would show’ the 
police what a nice time the boys could 
have, law or no law. But the chief of 
police was terribly in earnest. .He gave 
his orders and found that his men wera 
willing and ready to assist him in pre- 
serving order on the public streets. 

Yesterday afternoon the mounted of- 
ficers were detailed to patrol Whitehali 
street from the viaduct to Trinity ave- 
nue. Patrolmen were placed along all 
the blocks and the officers were on hand 
to see that their men were assisted when 
assistance was needed. 

The large two-horse patrol wagon was 
kept on Whitehall street ready for busi- 
ness, and its presence had a very salu- 
tary effect on those who thought the 
chief’s order was a bluff. 

Early in the evening two young men, 
who had slightly imbibed, undertook to 
blow horns and ring bells. Before they 
could walk ten paces they were under ar- 
rest and on their way to the barracks in 
the patrol wagon. One of these very 
young men had boasted to Captain Jen- 
nings the night before that he didn’t in- 
tend to let the police bluff him. 

A half dozen more such loads were 
made and then all the police had to do 
was to walk their beats. 

Large Crowds Were Out. 

Although such excellent order was kept, 
the streets were a mass of moving 
humanity. So great were the crowds 
that people had to leave the sidewalks 
and promenade in the middle of the 
streets. As the streams of people surged 
along, they laughed and chatted, shop- 
ped and went home—all in the best of 
humor. 

There were no horns, there were no 
firecrackers, no cowbells, no confetti, no 
fiour, no unseemly noises, no disorder 
whatever. 

That was Chief Ball and his depart- 
ment’s Christmas present to Atlanta. 

“T knew my men would do their best,” 
stated the chief last night. “I am proud 
to say that I have men who are always 
ready to assist me when the time comes. 
The people wanted order kept. They 
were tired of Christmas eve being turned 
into a season of drunkenness and dis- 
order. I told them we would put a stop 
to it, and I believe we did it.”’

SPARKS REVEAL. 


Ingeniously Hidden Still 
in Rockdale County. 


SECRET ROOM LOCATED 
UNDERNEATH SIDE OF HILL 


Cave Represented Clever Piece of 
Work and Was Disclosed Only 
by a Few Chance Sparks. 
Operators Escape, but 
Still Is Seized. 


Just two or three little sparks, floating 
upward from out of a hillside in a se- 
cluded spot in the northern part of Rotk- 
dale county, Monday night disclosed to @ 
quartet of Uncle Sam’s sileuths one of 
the smoothest and most ingeniously con- 
structed illicit distilleries with which of- 
ficers of the law have ever had to deal. 

By directing their footsteps toward the 
spot from which the chance sparks arose, 
the officers located a full fledged copper 
still in operation snugly hidden away in 
a@ cunningly arranged cave down under 
the hillside. 

Contrary to the expectations of the of- 
ficers. no one was found in the cave. The 
operators had probably heard their 4ap- 
proach and made a hasty exit. The fur- 
nace was aglow, however, and the stil 
was in full operation. About one hundred 
gallons of beer and five gallons of sing- 
lings were destroyed. 

The officers participating in the raid 
were Colonel David A. Gates, of Atlanta, 
internal revenue agent, and Deputy Mar- 
shals John Lane, of Villa Rica, and John 
Hays and John New, vt Lithonia. It was 
suspicioned that a still was in operation 
in that section and Colonel Gates planned 
the raid for Monday night. 

Sparks Reveal the Secret. 

The officers visited the locality and 
made a thorough search, but to no avail, 
Not the slightest evidence of a still was 
4, be found, and they began to think 
they had gone against the wrong trail, 


' The night was dark and the quartet was 


moving cautiously along through woods 
and underbrush on top of a hill, when one 
of the officers, glancing over toward a 
parallel hill, noticed a few tiny sparks 
ascend slowly from the hillside, soar up- 
ward a few inches, and then vanish, re- 
sembling the preliminary warning from 
the crater of a volcano. 

The still hunt through the darkness and 
loneliness of the night was of itself »wweird 
enough, but the officers were unable to 
understand this apparent phenomenon. 
However, they decided to investigate, and 
proceeding down the hillside and through 
the valley at the bottom, crossing a 
small spring branch, they ascended the 
opposite hill. No more sparks guided 
them, and they were compelled to make 
their way as best they could remember 
the direction. Finally, while at a certain 
point, thev noticed a faint glow further 
up the hill and they made for that point. 

The glow remained only for an instant, 
however. The officers struggled up the 
hillside and finally the little party came 
to an abrupt halt, for one of tne men 
came very near falling into a small hole 
in the groun” A closer investigation told 
them they ..ad found the object of: their 
search. 


Cave Cunningly Hidden. 

The hole was just large enough to ad- 
mit the entrance of a man’s body, and 
a few feet below the surface was a dirt 
landing. After reaching this landing, the 
interior of the cave was exposed, the 
floor ‘being reached by means of a ladder. 
The cave was about 10 feet deep and six 
or eight feet wide. It was located in a 
clump of woods and was so constructéd 
that the trees and shrubbery were left 
growing on top. Inside was al! of the 
paraphanalia necessary for the successful 
operation of a still. _ 

The moonshiners had not stopped mere- 
ly with the cave, but carried their clever- 
ness to the extent of providing water 
without having to go outside. A well had 
been dug from the bottom of the cave. 
The smokestack ran alongside the man- 
hole and the top was covered over with 
boards and dirt. The sparks were evi- 
dently caused by the throwing of wood 
into the furnace, showing that the of- 
flceers had missed the operators by only 
a few minutes. 

Suspicious Traces Were Removed. 

A feature that mystified the officers is 
what became of the dirt from the cave. 
There was not the slightest trace of the 
dirt anywhere about the place, neither 
were there any wagon tracks. It is be- 
lieved the dirt was carried away in buck- 
ets, which must have made the job tedi- 
ous. Another circumstance that demon- 
strates the shrewdness of the moonshin- 
ers is that the always tell tale footpath, 
leading to a still, was entirely missing. 
This fact had been accomplished by the 
cutting down of a number of trees, on 
which the law violators walked to the 
secret room. The fallen trees were 
chopped in places, as though they had 
been cut down for wood and did not in 
the least appear suspicious. 

Colonel Gates, in speaking yesterday af- 
ternoon of the raid, stated that he had 
never before seen such a cunningly hid- 
den away still. 

“Why, it was so arranged,” said he, 
“that we would have walked over the 
cave and in 5 feet of the entrance with- 
out discovering it, had we not been in- 
vestigating the cause of the sparks and 
glow.”

If, instead of squeezing the home 
consumer harder to make up for any 
loss in their export trade, the combin- 
ed packers would adopt the course 
suggested by The Chicago Tribune, 
they would expand their trade and 
deal with their customers on a more 
equitable basis at the same time. The 
Tribune suggests that if they will low- 
er their prices in proportion to the 
fall of the live stock market, they will 
have no difficulty in disposing of in the 
American markets all the foodstuffs 
they have been sending to Germany. 
There are sound maxims of political 
economy to back this suggestion. <A 
cheapened purchase price means an 
increased consumption. 

The arbitrary domination of the 
dressed meat market by the packing 
trust is still working a hardship upon 
millions of domestic consumers. The 
combine is in a position to bear the 
market of live stock on the hoof and 
bull the market of the siaughtered ani- 
mal. In this way it catches ’em going 
and coming. The farmer finds inade 
quate profit in stock raising, and the 
meat-eater finds the most necessary 
staple of human subsistence a good 
deal of a luxury by reason of the ex- 
cessive price demanded for it on the 
block. There is no logic in high meat 
at the present time. The packers were 
given the benefit of the doubt while 
the country was feeling the effect of 
the severe western drought tw6 sea- 
sons ago, but when they can buy their 
raw material as cheaply as they are 
doing today, the chouse is too glar- 
ing. 


The South’s Opportunity. 

Of the south’s wealth-producing and 
industry-creating possibilities the half 
has never been told. The one-idea era 
has passed forever. This section is 
the home of cotton, Sambo and the 
mule, but it is destined to soon be- 
come the happy home of very many 
other things equally or more desira- 
ble and profitable. The manifold ca- 
pabilities of southern natural re 
sources and conditions are beginning 
to bh appreciated and exploited. 

In a recent issue of the Charleston 
News and Courier, Mr. James Barrett, 
of Augusta, Ga., urges upon the land 
owners of this section the importance 
of grassing their holdings to an ex- 
tent that will make the south the 
large factor it might well become in 
live stock production. The writer 
uses as his text an article from the 
Farmer’s Voice and National Rural, 
in which the danger of Argentina’s 
formidable competition to the Ameri- 
can meat market is clearly shown. 
The basis of The Voice article is a 
published report of Statistician B. W. 
Snow, in which it is shown that, while 
in 1898 the United States shipped 
274,768,074 p inds of beef to Europe, 
to the Argentines’ 11,375,000 pounds 
in 1902, when our own exports had 
increased only to 301,824,473 pounds, 
Argentina had increased its beef ex- 
ports to 151,375,000 pounds. The sta- 
tistician comments: 

These figures Show that, while in 1898 
Europe took nearly 25 pounds of our beef 
for one of Argentine, for the present year 
the ratio is only 2 to 1, and in eighteen 
months more, should the increase ratio 
for the last taree years be maintained, 
this country will be crowded into second 
rank in fresh beef exportation. 

Mr. Barrett takes the position that 
this South American competition will 
speedily depress the stock-raising in- 
dustry in the United States until there 


'can no longer be profit in the busi- 
, ness on the prairie farms and buffalo 


grass plains of the west. The strong 
‘advantage of the Argentine stockman 
is that cattle fatted on the grasses of 
the Pampas, without being fed for a 
day on grain, will produce a quality 
of meat that for ordinary trade will 
compare favorably with American 
corn-fed beef. The >ative grasses of 
the west, together with the rigors of 
the climate, will not admit of such 
inexpensive and shiftless methods of 
stock culture. Mr. Barrett’s idea is 
that with the south’s “immense field 
of Bermuda grass, which will supply 
grazing for nine months in the year, 


and with three months of feeding on 


cotton seed hulls and meal, we can_

compete with Argentina in the pro- 
duction of good and cheap beef.”

Still, if the South American compe- 
tition is to hit us as hard as predicted, 
there appears to be no reason why the 
Pampas grasses should not be intro- 
duced into the south, if it is demon- 
stratable that they will support more 
and make heavier cattle than the 
grasses we have thus far tried. Our 
climate corresponds quite well with 
that of the Argentines, and our mild | 
winters would probably permit the | 
exotic grass to flourish the year 
round, as in its Pampas habitat. At 
any rate, this is worth investigating. 

There is every indication that the 
southern hemisphere is going to far 
outstrip us in the world’s meat mar- 
ket, and it is not supposable that the 
American people will long consent to 
bear the tariff yoke for the enrich- 
ment of an insatiable packers’ trust. 
Under such conditions, the wisdom of 
Mr. Barrett’s idea must commend it- 
self to many southern land-owners. 
The only question is, can cattle be 
profitably raised on limited private 
pastures against the competition of 
foreign cattle raised on unlimited free 
range?

Ro’ far'the bonds of only sixty to seventy 
tax receivers and about as many tax col- 
iectors have been received at the office 
of the comptroller general, or just.a little 
lese than one-half the number of each. 
The election was held on. October i. and 
from’ that time the law allows them three 
months. or until January 1, to send in 
their bonds. 

Two years ago a number of these bonds 
were not forthcoming on January 1, and 
in one oF two counties new elections were 
ordered. In several! instances it was ar- 
ranged to extend the time for filing the 
bonds, but there is no provision in the 
law to mect such cages. Unless there is 
some providential reason for the official's 
failure to send in his bond, the governor 
must order another election to fill the 
vacancy that exists by reason of such 
failure. The time is short, only one week 
being left in which to comply with the 
law: but, with so many of them unheard 
from. it begins to look as if severai new 
elections might have to beheld. 


Cost of the Legislature. 

The expenses of the recent session of the 
legislature were just $3,327.52 less than 
those of the legislature of 11. Captain 
Cc. T. Furlow, assistant state treasurer, 
finished yesterday the work of figuring up 
the cost of the session, and paid the last 
bill. The total cost was $67.298.48, while 
the cost of the session of 1901 was $70,626. 

The reason for the difference was due 
‘largely to the change in the status of 
committee bills, as the result of the reso- 
lution by Hon. Cnarles L. Davis, of Mert- 
wether, passed by the house, providing 
that members of subcommittees appointed 
to visit state institutions should charge 
only actual expenses. Heretofore the 
limit of expense allowed to such commit- 
teemen—$20—has always been charged 
whether the actual expenses amounted to 
that or not. A notable instance this year 
was in the visit of the committee of about 
twenty-five members to the state sani- 
tarium. In 1901 each member of this com- 
mittee collected $20, or a tota! of $600, or 
Ynore. This year not a member of the 
committee was put to any expénse. They 
traveled to Milledgeville on passes and 
were entertained at the sanitarium. The 
consequence was none of the house mem- 
bers put in expense bills, and there was 
a Saving of that much on this one com- 
mittee alone. 

It was different, however, with the mem- 
bers of the senate subcommittees. Wach 
of them charged the regular $20, and the 
expenses in that branch of the general 
assembly, in this respect, were not re- 
duced. The largest number of visiting 
committeemen, however, is from. the 
house, and the reduction on that side 
was, therefore, a material one.

The governor also appointed the Lewis 
Banking Compay, of Montezuma, and the 
Winder Banking Company. of Winder, 
state depositories for periods of four 
years from date. These appointments 
were made under acts of the legislature 
providing for state depositories ‘n these 
sities.

ON THE NATIVES 


More Charges of Cruelty in 


the Philippines 


Some of the Charges Investigated by 
Order of General Miles—General 
Bell Is Asked Questions 
in Regard to Circu- 

lar No. 5. : 


Manila, December 24.—Several official 
inquiries into charges of alleged cruelty 
to natives by soldiers are progressing 
throughout the islands. Some of these 
cases have been investigated previously. 

When General Miles was at Lipa, in 
the province of Batangas, Luzon, certain 
natives laid charges before him that dur- 
ing the campaign of reconcentration 


American soldiers had committed acts |: 


of cruelty and violence. Colonel Morris 
C. Foote, of th e Twenty-eighth infantry, 
was detailed to investigate. Colonel 
Foote found the charge of violence to be 
untrue, but it is belleved he found in 
some cases that the water cure had been 
administered. His report will be sent 
to Washington. 

While General Miles was in the Philip- 
pines, Major George K. Hunter, of the 
Fifteenth cavalry, represented to him 
certain charges which had been brought 
against Captain Robert L. Howze, of the 
Sixth cavalry, when in command at 
Laoag, North Ilicos, Luzon, in 1900, as 
lieutenant colonel of the Thirty-fourth 
volunteer infantry. Major Hunter said 
that native officials of Laoag had whip- 
ped certain prisoners, two of whom died 
from the effects of this treatment. An 
investigation was ordered at the time and 
the bodies of the two prisoners who died 
were exhumed. In their report the in- 
vestigators held Captain Howze to be 
blameless. Major Hunter says the pres- 
ent investigation into the charges against 
Captain Howze has not yet been com- 
pleted. 

After leaving Manila General Miles 
sent a cablegram to General J. Franklin 
Bell directing him to report what cases 
of misconduct on the part of the enemy 
led to the issue of circular No. 5, in which 
it was charged that the enemy had bo- 
loed American wounded, had made use of 
American uniforms, had planted infernal 
macnines, shot poisoned arrows, violated 
their paroles, assassinated friendly na- 
tives, accepted office under the Ameri- 
cans for the purpose of obtaining in- 
formation, and had entered the American 
lines by deceit. Genera) Bell has writ- 
ten an extended report enumerating the 
— which justified him in his ac- 
tion, 

The inquiry into the causes which led 
to the death of Father Augustin has teen 
completed and forwarded to Washington. 

The water cure was administered to 
Father Augustin at Banate, Panay 
island. The priest died from the effects 
of this treatment. It is said that a large 
sum of money has been raised among the 
natives of the southern islands and sent 
to Boston to aid in the private prosecu-

WAR TAX CLAIMS 
GO T0 WASHINGTON 


Georgia Dealers’Ask Nearly $200,000 
Rebate on Tobacco and Snoff. 


CLAIMS NUMBER OVER 4.100 


Rebate Allowed by Government on 
Repeal of War Revenue Act. 
Collector Rucker Has For- 
warded Claims to the 
Commissioner. 


Collector of Internal Revenue H. A. 
Rucker announced yesterday afternoon 
that practically all of the claims, form 
481, for rebate under the war revenue 
tax on tobacco and snuff have been for- 
warded to Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue Yerkes in Washington. It is not 
known when the warrants for the money 
will be received, but when they are they 
will be properly scheduled and mailed to 
the respective claimants, 

It is understood that the claims from 
Georgia amount to more than those of 
any other state, the number being more 
than 4,100. The amount of money sought 
from the government by the claimants is 
in the neighborhood of $200,000. The low- 
est claim is for $1.36 and the highest for 


A rebate was also allowed for the 
year 1901 and at that time this district 
presented claims to the number of 3,063, 
being the greatest of any district. When 
the war revenue act’ was repealed, all 
manufacturers and dealers of tobacco 
and snuff were allowed a rebate on the 
goods -held by them on certain dates. 
The claims in Georgia are only from 
dealers, as there are no manufacturers 
of the two articles in this etate. 
“Congress made an appropriation of $2,- 
700,000 for the purpose of paying such 
claims, but it is stated that this will not 
be sufficient and that an additional ap- 
propriation will be necessary.

Troubles of the Royal Couple Reach- 
ed a Crisis in June, When the 
Frenchman Was Employed 
as Tuter for the Chil- 
dren. 


Berlin, December 24.—The crown pririce 
beat the crown princess, according to an 
editorial in The Vossi¢he Zeitung, one of 
the most careful newspapers published in 
Berlin, which adds: 

“Their disagreements reached this 
crisis in June, after Professor Giron be- 
came the children’s tutor. The princess 
at that time considered secking a di- 
vorce and visited her best friend, the 
Princess Theresa, of Bavaria, who dis- 
suaded her. The princess, however, after 
returning to Dresden, did not resume 
marital relations.’’ 

The Lokal Anzeiger today prints a dis- 
patch from Dresden saying that King 
George of Saxony sent several of the 
highest police officials to Geneva to ob- 
serve and report on the actions of the 
fugitive Crown Princess Louise. One of- 
ficial returned yesterday by way of Vi- 
enna. The others will remain at Ge- 
neva. A divorce of the crown prince 
and crown princess is regarded as im- 
possible during the lifetime of King 
George, who entertains stringént relig- 
lous scruples against divorce. The Prot- 
estant clergy, however, hope that Berlin 
will bring pressure to bear for a di- 
vorce. 

The sympathy. of the people of Dresden 
seems wholly with the princess, who 
is of a cheerful, pleasure-seeking dispo- 
sition. The crown prince loved to tor- 
ment her. Among the writers forbidden 
her were Tolstoi, Zola and Nitsche. 

Professor Andre Giron is described as 
an idealist of the extreme type. It is 
related that his family once considered 
the question of confining. him in an asy-~- 
lum because he refused a legacy on 
grounds of delicacy of feeling.

FRANCE READY 
FOR HUMBERTS 


Government § Showing Activi- 
ty in Preparing To Prose- 
cute Swindlers. 


Paris, December 24.—As @ result of con- 
ferences between Premier .Combes and 
Minister of Justice Valle’ complete ar- 
rangements have been made for’the re- 
ception of the members of the Humbert 
family now under arrest, but the pre- 
caution ‘has been taken not to disclose 
what prison the fugitives will occupy, or 
where they will be taken from the train 
as a popular demonstration is feared. 

The government authorities are showing 
great activity in preparing for the prose- 
cution of the prisoners. M. Hennion, 
chief of detectives, who has gone to Mad- 
rid, is accompanied by four civil guards, 
four police inspectors and two of the best 
detectives in the service. It is expected 
they will occupy a special car with tne 
prisoners, whose arrival is awaited in 
Paris with intense interest. The affair 
continues to be the universal topic for 
discusgion ahd even affects the Christmas 
rejoicing, many of the holiday novelties 
depicting phases in the famous case. 

One of these is a miniature Humbert 
safe, as empty as that which induced 
bankers and others to lend millions to 
the Humberts. The nature of the legal 
proceedings has not yet been definitely 
gsettied. The statemeut in the extradition 
papers that the accused are charged with 
swindling and irregular bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings gives a general idea of the lines 
of: the prosecution. The creditors are 
chiefly interested in rescuing the remnant 
of their assets and plans are on foot for

will not include the present officers. It is 
Chief Ball’s earnest desire to better the 
force as much as possible and he believes 
one step to be taken is to require a high- 
er standard hereafter for membership. 
He has a new application blank which 
will be submitted to the board. 

One member of the board has already 
intimated that there were some features 
about the proposed reform which he does 
not like and it is believed there will be 
a division when final action is taken.

In Summer It Coritains Coiumns of 


Ice as Thick as a Mgn’s Bouy. 


New York Evening Sun: The thriving 
town of Coudersport is situated in a deep, 
narrow vVailey in Potter county, Pennsyl- 
vania. it is surrounded by the somber, 
pine-clad foothills of the Alleghanies, and 
the A.eghany river itself, a brawling 
brook at this point, flows through it. 

The whole land is iuu of mystery and 
enchantment. Through these valleys and 
across these hills Chingachcook, the Great 
Sernent of the Delawares and sole sur- 
vivor of his race, stalked in silent pursuit 
of his mortal foes, the Iroquois, aided and 
advised by Hawkeye, his white brother 
and inseparable companion whose rifle, 
Kildeer, guided b- the unfaltering hand 
and unerring eye of its owner, ever car- 
ried with it the balance of victory. 

The sagamore of the Mouicans, together 
with Tamenund, wisest of warriors, are 
today but a memory. And yet these hills 
contain much that is or eres = | to the 
eye, By: night the forest clad hills seem 
to pierce the starry vault; by day one

Beyond his 
fondness for athletics he is distinctly ath- 
letic and spends most of his time upon his 
estates in eastern France—and the fact 
that he much prefers an open air life to 
that of the boulevards of the capital, 
where he has eschewed rather than court- 
ea society, surprisingly little is known of 
the present Duc de Richelieu in this coun- 
try. 

Tracing back the genealogy of the pres- 
ent representative or the Richelieu family 
is to review in sticcéssion the most in- 
teresting phases and periods of modern 
French history. 

Our prospective visitor is the immediate 
descendant of Armand Emmanuel du Plés- 
sis Duc de Richelleu, who was born on 
September 25, 1776, and died May 17, 1822. 
This Armand de Richelieu was in turn 
the grandson of Marechal de Richelieu 
who figures in the historical romance of 
the Comtesse du Barry and who himself 
was a grandnephew of the cardinal and 
premier French statesman of the seven- 
teenth century. 

The eminent prelate whom Alexandre 
Dumas has helped to immortalize in the 
“D’Artagnan’’ romances remains in many 
respects the French national hero. Having 
few friends in his lifetime because of the 
harshness of his rule, he is now esteemed 
at his proper value. ‘His name and fame 
are cherished because he secured for his 
country @ commanding voice in the coun- 
cils of Europe. 

When Armand de Richelieu appeared on 
the stage of affairs in 1585 the kingdom 
was governed by the last of the Valois 
monarchs. He was on an ancient though 
not illustrious lineage, the family belong- 
ing to the lesser nobility of Poitou and 
bearing the name of du Plessis. They 


of cruelty and violence. But such was the 
custom of the times, and the du Plessis 
were neither better nor worse than most 
of the smaller nobles in 4n age of dis- 
order. ) 

Antoine du Plessis, called the monk, 
was a greatuncle of the cardinal. The 
family wished to make a priest of him 
that he might hold certain benefices. But 
he fled from the ubbey, discarded his

Perhaps as a result‘? his religious train- 
fing he was especially rigorous against

At last he was killed fn Paris. In 1642 the 
grandfather of the future cardinal married 
Francoise de Rochechouart, a member of 
& powerful and illustrious family. In some 
degree she derogated from her family 
rank by marrying ‘a Richelieu and the 
marriage contract displays the difference 
in position with the Somewhat brutal 
frankness of an age of plain speaking 

Cardinal Richelieu was born at the Cha. 
teau de Richelieu, in Poitou, which he 
afterwards rebuilt. Little of the chateau 
now remains but the extensive park 
which Was admired for its beauty in his 
day, the trim avenues, the canals and 
fountains are still theré, and not greatly 
changed in appearance since the cardinal 
wandercd about them in his boyhood. 

This chateau was an excellent 
specimen of a feud] building. It was pro- 
tected by a round tower a@t each corner 
and was surrounded by a deep fosse 
‘Vithin were the great hails, the numerous 
courts, galleries and chambers of the 
castle, intended not merely for the resi- 
dence of the family, but for the presence 
of a body cf soldiers in time of nec 
It was surmounted by a confusion or 
roofs, turrets and chimneys, which gave it 
a picturesque attractiveness not éntire- 
ly wiped out by the hand of time. 

The cardinal was educated at the fa- 
mous college of the Sarbonne, and being 
afterward appointed to the see of Lucon 
he became almoner to Louis XIII in 1615. 

Notwithstanding the rapidity of his ele- 
vation Richelieu was stilt a very obscure 
man, and no one dreamed of the career 
that lay before him.. Nine years later 
and for the next eighteen years—he hold 
the kingdom of France in the hollow of 
his hand. Locking back along the merou~ 
rial history of France may be found no 
figure that stands out in bolder relief 
than that of the first of the Richelieus— 
soldier, prelate and statesman, the masa- 
terful servant and the subservient mas- 
ter of Logis XIII. eH once declared that 
when he had mads up his mind he did not 
sleep before setting his agents to work 
mowing down everything that stood in 
his way, and then—he covered it all with 
his red cassock. 

This Richelieu did, indeed, hew down, 
but where he destroyed he invariably re- 
bullt, and always to the advantage of the 
country; while what hé covered with his 
red cassock, according to hig ominous 
metaphor, was well and wisely covered 
before it could bring France to a fate 
as sanguine as its own. 

None of his actions has been more se- 
verely criticised that the execution of 
Cing-Mars and de Thou two months be- 
fore his death. But it was no Personal 
vindictiveness that dictated the tragic or- 
der. It is easy to forget the circum- 
stances, blinded by the halo of romance 
which time has thrown around the fate 
of these ill-starred noblemen, but history 
brands their secret compact with Spain as 
a traitorous conspiracy, and points out 
the ruin it would have brought upon 
France but for the intervening hand of 
yar Be seit age cardinal.

est statesi.ian France has ever known lai 
aside forever the power that had over- 
awed a kingdom and a king. 

His granhdnephew, through whom the 
present member of the house of Richelieu 
succeeded to the title on the death of his 
father, a few years ago, was born in 
Paris in 1696 and lived to the ripe age of 
92. Besides his reputation as the French 
Lovelace, he attained, in spite of a de- 
plorably defective educatioon, distinction 
as a diplomatist and general. As ambas- 
sador to Vienna from 1725 to 1729, he ar- 
ranged the preliminaries of peace. Later 
he helped to gain the victory of Fontnoy. 

Three years afterward he conducted a 
brilliant defense of Genoa. In 1756 he ex- 
pelled the English from Minorca by the 
capture ot the San }..ipe fortress, and 
he closed his military career two years 
later by those marauding expeditions in 
Hanover which procured him the sobri- 
quet of Petit Pere de la Maraude. He 
was thrice imprisoned in thé Bastile and 
thrice married; first, against his will, at 
the age of 14, td Mademoiselle de Noalles; 
secondly, by the intrigues of Voltaire, to 
Mademoiselle de Guise; and thirdly, 
when he was 84 years old, to an Irish lady 
of rank. 

His grandson—Armand Emmanuel] de 
Piessig Duc le Richélieu—is remembered 
mainly as the enlightetied and heroic gov- 
ernor of Odessa, who guided the city 
through the terrible years of the plague, 
and as the minister of foreign affairs, un- 
der Louis AVIII, to whom it fell to sign 
the treaty of 1816. A pension of 530,000 
france, voted to him by the two chambers 
of deputies, he devoted to the public char- 
ities of Bordeau.
